planted it for cabbage. 
In fact he set 1 
out an a c r e or so of w*hat he bought as 
c a b ba ge plants, but the y utte rly r e ­ 
fused to head outjwent to seed a fter the 
m a nne r of a superanuated politician. 
The pla nt has the a ppe a r a nc e of a 
cross between a wild le ttuce and c a uli­ 
flower. 
W o ordered up from the base­ 
ment our botanist and 
req uested an 
assay of this specimen of C heney ’s 
principal ga rd e n truck crop, 
and it 
wa-* pronounceh a well defined brassica 
oleraeea, and Mr. 
C heney sadly said 
t ha t he had had fears of t ha t all along. 
After a careful cultivation of many 
week s he becam e satisfied t ha t it did 
riot have any » ort of c ha r a t e r i s t i e of the 
cabbage.

Possib ly there is no greater terror 
among tin* many met with at sea than 
a fog. 
The helplessness of our harb or 
lioats and the clamor of b ells and whis­ 
tles during a heavy fog in New York 
harb or gi v e one some i d e a of this night­ 
mare of the ocean, b ut when a fog closes 
down upon a vessel at sea the most reck­ 
less captain 
proceeds cautiously and 
anx iously. 
The prob ab ility of collisions 
and 
wrecks due to fogs has b een accepted as 
a sort of unavoidab le evil, which must 
b ecome greater as the numb er and speed 
of vessels increase. 
But the inventive 
genius of man could not let such a con­ 
dition of affairs continue without at­ 
tempting to do away with it, and there 
has b een perfected a simple instrument, 
called the eophone, b y which the direc­ 
tion from which a sound proceeds may 
b e determined with ab solute accuracy in 
fog or darkness. 
The simplest description of the in­ 
strument is that it consists of two b ell 
mouthed sound receivers, separated b y a 
central diaphragm. The sound receivers 
an* connected to t l i e two ears, and, when 
pointed directly at a source of sound, 
the noise is the same m each ear. When 
turned away, the sound is heard in only 
one ear. 
On shipb oard the sound catching and 
dividing part of the instrument ex tends 
ab ove the top of the chart house. 
Th< 
tub es are b rought within the chart 
house, and tin* instrument may b e turned 
from b elow to point in any desired di­ 
rect ion. 
The eophone has now b een perfected, 
then* b eing many points for which nu­ 
merous ex per mien ts, last ing over several 
years, have b een required, in order to 
determine the b est form, especially with 
the sounding tub es and ear pieces. 
Ya 
nous refinements, such as microphones 
and devices adding to the complication, 
b ut not improving the use, have b een 
eliminated.— New York Herald.
